The Issue

Shall the Council make an appointment to the Library Advisory Board?

Conclusion and Recommendation

Staff recommends that the City Council by RESOLUTION make an appointment to the Library Advisory Board.

Backeround

Dr. Robert Schnetzler has served two terms as an appointee to the Library Advisory Board from June 25, 2001 to
current date. He has been a dedicated board member and served the City and the Board well for eight years.
However, The Bylaws of the Auburn-Placer County Library Advisory Board state that “No member shall serve
more than two consecutive (four year) terms.” Therefore, Dr. Schnetzler is no longer eligible for service.

- The City Clerk has announced via the local newspaper and postings of a Scheduled Vacancy that there was an
opening on the Library Advisory Board. Applications have been received from Ralph H. Petri and William F.
Gray. Council Members have previously been provided copies of the attached applications. The appointment will
be for a term which expires July 31, 2013.

 OF THE
LIBRARY ADVISORY BOARD

CHAPTERI
ADVISORY BOARD GENERAL PROVISIONS

SECTION 1: These Bylaws shall apply to the Advisory Board of the Auburn-Placer
County Library. ' .

CHAPTER II
ADVISORY BOARD

SECTION 1:  The Library Advisory Board shall be composed of eight (8) members.

SECTION 2:  Consistent with Section 2.1306 of the Placer County Code six (6)
members, one (1) from each Supervisorial District, with the exception of District 5 which
will have two (2) members, shall be appointed by the process described in Section 2.150 -
(a) of the Placer County Code. One (1) of the members from Supervisorial District 5 is
required to be a resident of the North Lake Tahoe Region of Placer County, and the other
member from District 5 is required to be a resident of that District other than the North
Lake Tahoe Region of Placer County. The terms of all six (6) members are to be

..~ consistent with Section 2.150 of the Placer County Code.

SECTION 3: Two (2) members shall be appointed by the Auburn City Council and
shall be residents of the City of Auburn. Each member shall serve for a term of four (4)

years:from the date of appointment.

SECTION 4: No member shall serve more than two consecutive (four year) terms.

- SECTION 5: The Director of Library Services shall serve as ex-officio member of the

Advisory Board, non-voting,.

CHAPTER I’
BOARD MEETINGS

SECTION 1: The regular meetings of the Library Advisory Board shall be held on the
third Wednesday of every other month, commencing at a published time, at the Auburn-
Placer County Library or other convenient location. If any regular meeting falls on a
holiday, the regular meeting of the Library Advisory Board shall be held at the same
place and at the same time upon the following Wednesday.
